Most  of  the  cases  of  measles  occurred  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year,  being  the  ’tail-end9  of  the  epidemic  of  measles  in  the 
latter  part  of  194-0 « 


This  was  followed  almost  immediately  by  an  outbreak  of 
whooping  cough,  the  number  affected,  however,  being  very  much 
less  than  in  the  measles  epidemic!  Fortunately  there  were  no 
deaths  in  either  epidemics* 

A  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria  occurred  in  August  and 
September,  this  outbreak  was  not  severe  and  was  early  got  under 
control*  Unfortunately  one  death  occurred  in  a  non-immunised 
child . 

A  large  number  of  children  were  immunised  during  the  year* 
We  have  found  the  leaflet  of  ’The  Central  Council  for  Health 
Education’  the  best  method  of  propaganda* 


We  have  recommended  that  the  children  in  the  under  5  g^oup 
who  have  been  immunised  should  receive  another  injection  prior 
to  entering  school*
